about woman suffrage. In Massachu- 
setts it doesn't work at all, and tho fol- 
lowing from tbe Nation will bo ot som9 


interest to everybody: "In 200 out of the 
317 cities and towus of that stato, not one 
womou ban ever voted, thongh the right 
to do so has been granted for eight years 
past. In these towns where enthusiasm 
for the new privilege ltd its advocates to 
register and vote the tirst year, the num- 
ber of woman voters bus steadily and 
greatly diminished with 
scarcely an 


exception, la the year ISSC'tbore was " 
duoided gam in their voto iu Boston, 
which wiw lust tbo following veer. This 
experience of 1SS5 contains a moral. In 
that year an unusual effort was made by 
puolio and privuto appeal to call out tho 
woman vote in favor of a eo-jalled re- 
formed f.ctool committee ticket, differing 
from that of either political party. Ibis 
special effort led to a vote of nearly 2,000 
women; but when the result wa» declared, 
it appeared that a clear mnjority ot these 
women voters, hart oeen seat to tbe polls 
by advocates otono cf tho regular party 
tickets, with the acknowledged purpose 
of offsetting tho votes of tho women re- 
'ormers and thus defeating Uia reform 
ticket, whioh they succeeded iu doiDg." 


Prohibition has tared hard in Michigan. 


The proposed amendment has been 
defeated by n mio'onty ranging from 
10.000 to 15,000. Tins is not a surprise, 
as tbe campaign was very badly managed 
on the part of lh» prohibitionists. They 
tried to.orive men into tho prohibition 
movement—not to persuade them to 
support tha measure. Ihis was bad 
taotics, but the third party speakers and 
papers were blind as to the better way_ 
and the consequence is defeat. Now for 
a little history: For it is an interesting 
and opposite fact that in 1S55 Michigan 
put on her statute book one of tbo most 
thorough and stringent prohibition laws 
ever enacted. It ie scarcely possible to 
conceive 
ot 
an enaotment covering 


the ground moro completely, in short. 
its [provisions virtually eliminated the 
property qaulity from 
liquors ot all 


kinds. All contracts into which it entered 
aro invalidated. 
All payments for it 


were made without consideration and 
recoverable on thst ground. Its rnauu. 
faoture and sale were prohibited abso- 
lutely. To sell it was to forfeit tho lease 
o? tbe plane 'n-here tho sale occurred. 
Owners of propvrty leased as saloons 
were made j-jmtly liable with the saloon 
keepers for actual and exemplary dam- 
ages. The pdiialtii-u were severe, cumu- 
lative, crushing. Ibe enforcement of 
thx low wia carefully provided for. It 
was apparently a mariol statute of the 
kind. But it failed to help the temper- 
•nee cause. In taut, it made it jworso. 


STRE3TPAVIXG. 


Street paving, says the St. Paul Globei 


is the most ditlionlt problem in municipal 
affairs. How to get good, substantial 
street pavements at a reasonable eiponse 
has been a problem from Uio time the 
fiist American city was founded down to 
the present day, and it is still an unsolved 
problem. Experiment utter experiment 
hts been made, and wo are still experi. 
menting. 
In no direction have our 


American cities made so many fruitless 
experiments 
or 
expended so much 


money to no purpose as in the matter i.f 
street paving. Boston expended S12,- 
000,000 in twenty years on its streete, aud 
yet the last census thows that of its GIG 
miled of street less than 70 miles were 
paved. Oaly 1M miles wtro paved with 
asphalt, 0 with wood, 23 with cobblestone 
and 3? with trap block 
Tho othar 5-1S 


miles were died witu gravel or broken 
htpne. In Philadelphia, with its 2.000 
milos of streets, only two miles woro 
paved with asphalt, 1 with wood, 17 with 
stone blocks and 250 with ruble stone- 
These two instances illustrate how little 


progress has been made in the oldea 
and wealthiest cities'of tho union,

ci!e St. Ta'il people to the condition o 
o ir streets. So tar as experiments hav 
b -en made asphalt and Belgian block 
hivo given the most satisfaction, bu 
erenthiy are yet in an exporirnenta 
Sage. Bnt if t'jey prove of permaneL 
value tho; expense ot these material! 
would be put beyond the power oJ moe 
American oitua to uao them to cover tte 
immense extent of streets needing pave- 
ment. Anestimaro made by tho Pbila 
delphis authorities shows- that it wonld 
cost the Quaker city 5100,000,000 to pave 
its streets with asphalt.

Kitiuorn or a I-nr^o nerd hi an Out or 


tho AVayl'lneo In Moxiro. 


I was told when I camo hero two tnonUis 


ago Unit if I minted to Cnd out \vlmt was 
trustworthy concerning tho oxternsinalion of 
tbo buffalo, Cnpt. Jack Bridges wns the man 
to soo. As Bridges was then bunting in tho 
Scralors mountains in Mexico, I took tho cars 
to Gallego, where, through tbo courtesy of 
II. I?. Comfort, superintendent o£ tlio ilexi- 
can Control Ilallroad company, 1 was pro- 
vided with an inoffensive broncho to rido 
over to Bridges' camp, some thirty-eight 
miles. 


Cnpt. Jack, who for years past bus been 


ono of tho most distinguished and fearless 
hunters in tho west, was tho lirst man to 
mako a contract to provide a largo number 
of buffalo hides. Tho idea suggested itself to 
a pelt dealing firm''in Leaven worth, Kas., 
who sent for 13ridgcs,'tclling him to procure 
1V200 hides at onco, as they wished to try 
them in tho English market. Bridges signed 
tho contract, and hiring a lot of "skinnei-s," 
began his destructive warfare agaiust tho 
bison. In flvo weeks and four days bo tilled 
with his own hand 1,140 buffaloes, and tho 
hides of. thoso animals constituted the first 
shipment o£ buffalo robes to Europe, Whilo 
the contract wns very lucrative, owing to tho 
groat abundance of tbo animals, tho slaugh- 
ter disgusted Bridges, who was u natural born 
sportsman, so much that ho refused to bo in- 
strumental in tho future in any wholesale 
destruction of good meat. Ho says thai he 
has only been sorry but onco for what lie did, 
and that has been always, Sinco thon he has 
killed about 0,000 head, but only when oeat 
was required by tho different expeditions for 
which ho was guide. Having shot bullalo 
from British Columbia to Texas, and having 
lived for tho last tbirty-flvo years on tho 
great gamo ranges of tho west, ho is well qual- 
ified to speak authoritatively on tlio subject. 


"A's far as I know," said Bridges when talk- 


ing on tho subject, "and I try to keep myself 
posted, thero are not over COO buffalo left in 
tho United States. Thero nro about -00 in 
tho Yellowstone park, and thcso will bo the 
so'.o survivors in n year or two. In tho pnn- 
handlo of Texas there wore about 100. These 
do not includo thoso on tho ranch of Charloy 
Goodnight, who has a lot of them semidomes- 
ticated. Goodnight's ranch is near Vornon, 
in Armstrong county. There ore about 110 
in Kansas and tho Indian Territory, flvo or 
six in Colorado, ten in Montana and five in 
Dakota. Tho others aro in a little hord in. an 
out of tho way place, which I do uot wish 
made public," 


'This, then, sums up tho buffaloes left!" 
"Yes, though there may bo a straggling 


pair or two in southern Texas. I urn told 
bulls worn soon south of San Antonio the 
other day, and that they wero followed up' 
aud 0110 killed. But I have been told twice 
recently, ouco by an Apacho and tho other 
tin'.o by a AVacoo Indian, thai; on tho big 
plains 500 miles south of hero, in & country 
but. very rarely traveled, there is a very largo 
herd. I will know soon, for I ana going down 
thero this .spring. But tho drought has been 
so sovoro in ilexico this season that tho gamo 
hns suffered terribly and has had to travel 
many miles for water."—Now York Sun.

Explosion—Soveriil Others Wounded. 
RiiAnixc, Pa., April 5.—A terrible explo- 


sion of dynamite occurred at 'J o'clock Mon- 
day morning at tho limestone quarries of 
tho E. & G. 'Brooko Iron company, on tbo 
west side of tbo Schuylkill, opposite this city, 
whereby throe men woro fatally injured and 
several wero badly hurt. About thirty-uina 
hands, mostly Italians, woro employed :n tho 
quarry, with Zachary Williams as superin- 
tendent. A blacksmith shop was used for 
tho storage, and whon some of tho hands on- 
torod for the purpose of procuring a quan- 
tity ot tho material a torriblo explosion oc- 
curred, wrecking the building. 


Every person inside or in close proximity 


was injured. Three Italians wuro almost 
litorally dismembered. Ono of thorn had a 
leg tcVn off above tho knee, anothor had his 
body ripped open, and tho third was horri- 
bly manglod. Their injuries proved fatal. 
Samuel Wontz, tho blacksmith was SLM-iously 
cut about tho head and faco.

had thoir hands and limbs lacerated. The 
wounded employes wero removed to a neigh- 
boring farm-liouso, whoro thoir injuries woro 
attended to by surgeons from thin city.

HOW THE ARAB OF THE DESERT 


CAPTURES BIG GAME. - ..' .. 


Tho Most FavoraWo Tlmo for tho Clinic. 


Preparation of tt» Hor»o»—Tho Guno 
In Tie-ir—-Vtotnoilj of tbo [Hnntsmon. 
Tho Capture. 


With tbo Arabs of the desert tbo chaso and 


capture of tbo ostrich is tbo most attractive 
and aristocratic of tho many diversions in 
v.-bidi they indulge. Tho first thins attended 
to when a built is contemplated is tho prep- 
aration ftf tbo horses. They are entirely <3o- 
privec! of cross and fed on barley for soven or 
olsbt days before tho intended hunt.. They 
nro allowed to Jrink only onco a day, and 
that at sunset; at that tirao tboy aro also 
washed. They talco Ions exercises, and frrcat 
attention is paid to the arrangement of the 
harness. Tho Arab says that after seven or 
eight days tho stomach of tho horso disap- 
pears, whiles the chest, tho breast and croup 
remain in flesh. Tbo animal te then in con- 
dition to endure- fatigue. This training is. 
called "toQhaba." The harness used in this 
liunliiiK Ls much lighter than that in ordin- 
ary use, especially tho saddlo and tho Btir- 
rups, anil tho martingale is dispensed with. 
Tho bridlo also undergoes many changes, the 
mounting and fun-laps being taken away, as 
they are considered too heavy. The bit and 
frontlet nro mado of ropo, without throat- 
band, and tbo reins, though very strong, aro 
extremely light. 


Tho time most favorablo for ostrich hunt- 


ing is \vbcn thoro is tho greatest heat. Tho 
higher tho temperature tho less is tho ostrich 
able to defend itself. Tho Arab says tbat 
when a man stands upright and bis shadow 
is only tho length of his foot is tho 
exact time Co hunt. Each horseman is accom- 
panied by a servant, called "/.emmal." He is 
mounted on u camel carrying four goat skins 
lilied with water, and barley for the horso, 
whc.it Hour for tho rider, somo dates, a kettle 
in which to cook tho food, nnd everything 
which can pc*sili!y bo required for tho repair- 
ing of tho hnnmss in case of accident;. 
Tho 


horseman wears a linen vestand trousers, and 
covers his node and earn with u light material 
called "haviili," which is tied with a strip of 
camel's hiile. His feet aro protected by san- 
tlnls am! liis logs by light Baiters, called "tra- 
hug.' 
ITn has neither gun nor pistol, his only 


weapon being u wild olive or tamarind sticl;, 
five or sii feet long, with a heavy knob at 
olio end. 


BEGINNING THE JOURNEY. 


Before starting off the hunters ascertain 


whero a large number of ostriches are to bo 
found. They are generally met with in places 
whcro thero ia a i;rcat deal of grass and rain 
has recently fallen, Tho huutoi" commence 
their journey early in tho morning. After 
one or two days' traveling, when they hava 
arrived near tbo desired spot and they begin 
to see traces of their game, they halt and 
camp. After settling, two intelligent slaves 
ara sent out to roconnoiter. They carry a 
gout sl:in at their side and a little bread. 
Thev walk on until they find tbo jstrlches, » 
which aro generally or. elevated places. As' 
soon as the gamo is in view one* lies down to I 
watch and tbo other returns to convey tho in-1 
formation to the camp. Tho birds are found * 
in troops consisting often of as many as sixty. 
Tho horsemen, guided by tbo scout, travel 
cautiously toward tho game. Tho nearer they 
approach tho spot the greater is their caution, 
and when they reach the lost rldgo which 
hides them from the ostriches they dismount 
and creep forward to ascertain whether the 
birds aro still there. If s-ach is tho caso a 
moderate quantity of water is given to the 
horses and each man mounts again and pro- 
ceeds. Tbo servants and camels follow a littla 
distance behind, carrying with them corn 
and water. 


Tho horsemen divide and form a circle 


around tho ostriches at such a distance as not 
to ba noticed by them. The servants halt 
when tho horsemen separate, and as soon as 
they sea their masters i.i position thoy walli 
right bcforo their prey. Tho ostriches Ceo, 
but are met by the hunters, who at first only 
drive them back into tho circle. They are 
mado to run around the ring, and in this way 
their strength Ls exhausted. At tho flrst sign 
of f.-ti'giie in the birds ilio horsemen dash in 
and the Hock separates. The affrighted birds 
open their win^s, which is a sign of great cl- 
baustion, and l.ho hunter, now fooling suro of 
his proy, selects his bird and runs it down 
nnd liimhus it with a blow on tho head with 
tho olive stick. 


TUB CAPTUnED GAJIE. 


Tbo moment the bird falls tho man quickly 


dismounts and cuts its throat, taking caro to 
hold tho head at some distnnco from tho body 
so as not to soil the plumage. It is said tho 
male bird utters loud moans whilo dying, bat 
tlw female dies in silence. 
When tbo ostrich 


is on the point of being taken by the hunter, 
if 
ho 
does not wish 
to 
kill 
it ho 


can 
cosily 
drive 
it 
with 
tbo 
stick 


to whero tho camel is, it is in such 
an exhausted condition. 
After tho birds 


are bled to death thoy aro carefully skinned, 
so that the feathers may not become injured, 
and tho sldu is stretched upon a tree or a 
horso and salt is well rubbed into it. Then a 
fire is built and tho fat of tho bird is boiled 
Cor a long tirno. When it is very liquid it ia 
poured into bottles made of tho skin of thi 
thigh and leg and strongly fastened at the 
bottom. Tho fat of ono bird is generally suf- 
ficient to fill two of these cases, and it is said 
the fat would spoil in any other vessel. After 
tho trying out process tho flesh is prepared 
mid eaton by ths hunters, who dress it well 
with pepper and flour, Whilo all this is going 
on tho horses are carefully tended, watered 
and fed with corn, and tbo patty remains 
quiet for forty-eight hours to rest tho ani- 
mals. After that they return to tho camp or 
seek inoro game. 


To tho Arab tho choso of tbo ostrid) bos a 


double attraction—that of pleasure and of 
proflc. Tho price obtained for tho stins well 
compensates for tho expense. 
Not only do 


tho rich enjoy tho pursuit;, but tho poor, who 
know how to arrange for it, as well. Tho 
usual plan is for a poor Arab to bargain with 
some ono who is well to do for tho uso of his 
horse, camel, harness and two-thirds of tho 
necessajy provisions. 
Tho borrower fur- 


nishes tho remaining third, and tho result of 
flu ciiaso is divided iu tho same- proportion.— 
.Uoston Herald.

He 
says women can only vote on school 
matters, in school district?, for county 
and etato superintendents. Any woman 
who votei at municipal elections ia liable 
to prosecution for illegal voting. He 
aleo stales that lie would like to see a test 
case mado. 


This, of course, settles the question BO 


far as women are concerned in city poli- 
tics. Quito a number of ladiea are greatly 
disappointed at tho opinion of tho attor- 
ney general, us they were partly organ- 
ized and intended to vote tbifi afternoon, 
placing their supposed right upon a fair 
construction of section one of tho new 


low, which reads: 


SECTION- 1, Every woman who is a cit- 


izen of this etate o£ the age ot twenty-one 
years or upwards, except paupers, persons 
under guardianship, aud persons other- 
wise excluded by Section 2, Article 3, of 
tho constitution ot Wisconsin, who has 
resided within the state one year and in 
the election district where she offers to 
vote ten days next preceding any election 
pertaining to school matters ahull bavo n 
right to vote at snoh election. 


The women finally decided to make a 


In tho first 'ward three offered to 
voto, but were barred out. In the third 
ward up to four o'clock thirteen ballots 
were offered and accepted, being put in 
a separate box.
